ONE PASSENGER IS KILLED AND 


Car Starts Down Steep Incline With- 
out Being Attached to Cable, and Gath- 
ering Terrific Momentum, Leaves the 
Track and Dashes Into North-bound 
Car.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—[Exctu- 
sive Dispatch.] A runaway street car 
on the Fillmore-street line crashed 
down a steep, grade between Broad- 
way and Green streets tonight, car- 
rying eight passengers and two car 
operators on the wild ride. One of 
the passengers, Miss Mary Whalen, 
was fatally injured, and died in a 
couple of hours at the Southern Pa- 
cific Hospital. Another is in a pre- 
carious condition. The other passen- 
gers, seven in number, were more or 
less seriously cut and bruised. 

The wild ride occurred at 7:58 o'clock 
in the evening. A north-bound car 
not being attached to the counter bal- 
ance, and being carried by its weight 
and the sharpness of grade, gathered 
terrific speed, and crashed into a car 
waiting at the foot of the hill, wreck- 
ing one side of that car, and then 
plunged along the sidewalk, wrecking 
everything in its path. 

Through some oversight the north- 
bound, or down-grade car, was not 


F. L. Phelps signaled to his motor- 
neer, A. T. Deutschman, to. start 
down hill. Immediately upon receiv- 
ing the starting bell, Deutschmann 
threw his lever over, and the car 
etarted over the brow of the hill. 
Gathering speed with revolution 
of the wheels, the car simply flew 
down the steep grade, and the pani:- 
stricken passengers scattered about 
the car hung on to their sekts, and 
waited with bated breath for the in- 
evitable. 

The front truck of the car left the 
rails just before the bottom of the hill 
was reached, and the runaway car 
crashed into the southbound one. The 
impact of the collision threw the run- 
away car completely off the track, and 
it rushed across the roadway to the 
sidewalk, tearing up a lamp-post and 
shattering ene of the large wrought- 
iron poles .used for the purpose of 
stringing wires across the street. When 
the car finally stopped on the edge of 
the sidewalk, about twenty feet from 
the intersection of Union street, the 
whole front of the car had been re- 
duced to splinters and twisted iron.

PROSPECTORS DIGGING AWAY TO 
SAVE THEIR LAND. 


Little Territory Will Be Allowed to 
Revert to the Government—State 
Agent Gathering Oil Data—Another 


There is the usual eleventh-hour rush 
in many of the oil fields and prospect 
territories to complete the necessary 
assesement work required to be done 
before January 1. In the Acton, .<ra- 
mer, Santa Monica, Cahuenga and sev- 
eral other prospect fields much work 
has been done, and it is reported that 
very little lagd will be allowed to re- 
vert to the government because of a 
failure to comply with assessment 
requirements. 

GATHERING MINING DATA. 
J. D. Browne, who was commissioned 
by the State Mining Bureau to pre- 
pare data relative to the mineral re- 
sources of Kern county. has completed 
the work so far as the mining industry 
is concerned, and has begun collecting 
facts about the oi] industry. He has 
been instructed to prepare a list of 
all thes operators, their location and 
progress, with amount of their develop- 
ments; also the yearly output of each 
company. Besides this valuabie data, 
the report will be accompanied by a 
map showing the exact location or 
every weil in the several oll districts, 
with notes of pipe Mnes and other 
transportation factlities.
